DETAILED ACTION 

1. The amendments and arguments received on 09/03/2010 have been considered. It is 
noted that claims 1,3-16, and 18-30 have been amended. Claims 2 and 17 have been cancelled. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 16 
distinguish over the prior art of record in that the Applicant specifically claims a system and 
method for detecting and controlling collusion in a game with plurality of players participating, 
wherein a ranking facility operable to derive a primary statistic for each player, derives the 
primary statistic for each player as a function of a total number of turns of the game played by 
the player and the outcomes of the wagers made by the player in these turns of the game. The 
teaching of the applicant's claims are different from the prior art in that the prior art do not teach 
the limitation of a primary statistics being a ratio of a cumulative outcome of the player's wagers 
and the total number of turns of the game played by the player.
